Midway over Brooklyn the aviators 
were on even terms, each at an alti- 
tude of between 2,000 and 3,000 feet, 
but reaching the outskirts of the city, 
Grahame-White forged ahead and set- 
tled vn in earnest with Belmont 
Par!) ; his objective. 


In the Wake of the Englishman. 


De Lesseps kept directly in the Eng- 
lishman’s wake and, now and then, 
could be seen working his controls 
in an endeavor to get greater speed 
from his machine, which was fast fall- 
ing behind. 

Both men were high above the rail- 
road track. It seemed as though they 
feared to lose its guiding glimmer of 
steel rails. As on the outward jour- 
ney, the same scenes were enacted by 
the great crowds below, except that it 
seemed that thousands more spectators 
had gathered to witness the flight. 
Passing back over Jamaica, Grahame- 
White had a lead of about two miles. 

Arriving at the aviation field the 
English airman started his descent 
from a height of about three thousand 
feet. He came down in a graceful 
swoop over the tops of the great trees 
with the nose of his machine pointed 
downward at an angle of forty degres. 

Going Lightning Fast. 

He was going lightning fast, and 
the crowds held their breath in the 
fear that the Englishman might lose 
control of the monoplane, and be 
dashed with it to earth. 

But Grahame-White was cool, for he 
quickly brought the machine on an 
even keel again and then, soaring 
gracefully downward, passed over the 
finish line, the cheers of thousands 
inside and outside the field ringing 
in his ears. 

While the crowds were gathered 
about the Englishman showering con- 
gratulations upon him, out of the blue 
distance came the Frenchman. All 
eyes were focused on him. Like Gra- 
hame-White had been, he was 3,000 
feet up and coming down like the wind. 
He also described a beautiful curve 
downward, flew over the grandstand 
with scarcely any diminution in speed, 
thence out over the course; each mo- 
ment coming lower and lower. Finally 
he settled near his hangar with not 
ever so much as a jar. He received 
cheers as heartily as those which 
had greeted Grahame- White. 

Moisant Tuning Up. 

Meanwhile, Moisant was tuning up 
his newly-bought Bleriot preparatory 
to making a start. At first its motors 
did not sing true, but finally they were 
adjusted, and he shot up in the air, 
around the start pylon and was off 
over the grandstand, steering by the 
compass for Bedloe’s island, on which 
stands the Statue of Liberty. Fifty 
miles an hour was the speed the spec- 
tators reckoned he was making against 
the cold, biting wind, which was blow- 
ing at about 19 miles an hour, and it

Moisant Talks of Flight. 

Concerning his flight, Moisant 
night said: 

“I started with the wind against me. 
It was a biting wind. I climbed high-

er and higher as I went along. This I ' 


did purposely, for, by climbing, two 
objects were accomplished. One was 
to make as much speed as possible, of 
course. By slanting upward in going 
against the wind it was apparent that 
much of the driving force was broken. 
The other reason was I had made up 
my mind that, to win, I must travel 
directly over the city of Brooklyn. I 
knew there was danger in this. Every 
airman Knows the strange and treach- 
erous air currents created by a big 
settlernent of buildings. The higher 


up I was the better I could escape 
these whirling, twisting currents, and 
the less danger, for, if anything hap- 
pened to the engine, I would have the 
greater opportunity to glide and 
manipulate the planes until I might 
discover some park or open place in 
which to effect a safe landing, or at 
least a landing of less peril to my life. 

“It ig hard for people generally, 
perhaps, to understand that with us 
aviators the higher up we are the safer 
we feel. If you start to fall near the 
ground, you hive little chance to save 
yourself. But, from far above, you 
have many chances of righting your 
plane,” 

Molsant Indignant, 

Moisant is indignant at the prospect 
of Grahame-White and DeLesseps be- 
ing allowed to compete again tomor- 
row. He won today, he contended, and, 
even if the rules leave the contest open 
to any aviator during certain hours of 
any day of the meet, he hoids that he 
has eliminated his rivals of today. 

“If they let Grahame-White have an- 
other chance,” declared Moisant. “I 
shall demand that the’ meet be extend- 
ed further so that I may have another 
chance. Grahame-White is flying a 
100-horse power Bleriot. The meet 
officially ended tonight, and tomor- 
row's flights were supposed to be con- 
fined to the program of last Sunday, 
which inclement weather prevented.

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tNURMUUS GATES 
FOR PANAMA CANAL 


Continued From Page One. 
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would not in the wildest nightmares 
imagine such enormous gates as are 
being made in Pittaburg for the Pan- 
ama canal. They will be the largest 
gates in the world. Any one of the 
ninety-two of them, for there are to 
be forty-six pairs in all, will be about 
as high as a six-story building, as 
wide (65 feet) as many city buildings 
are, and 7 feet deep er thick. The 
structural steel that will go to make 
them will weigh ‘60,000 tons, or more 
than eight times 4s much as was used 
to build the Eiffel tower in Paris. 

The mighty portals, designed to ad- 
mit a world’s commerce from one ocean 
to another, must withstand a tide of 
criticism as weil as a tremendous pres- 
sure of water and possible convulsions 
of earth. For years the controversy 
over gates or no gates, locKsg or sea 
level, has been the dividing issue of 
the canal problem. In the face of fear 
in sonie quarters that the foundations 
on the isthmus are not sure enough 
for locks, that earthquakes or water 
pressure would dislodge them, and 
that an enemy’s mines or accidental 
explosions might easily destroy them, 
the government has begun to build the 
gates. 

Gates to Cost $5,500,000. 

The cost will be $5,500,000. The build- 
ers are the McClintic Marshall Steel 
Construction Company, a half of whose 
independent plant here has been given 
over entirely to the gate contract. Of 
the 60,000 tons of steel required, the 
heaviest single piece will weigh 18 
tons. These will be the base girders, 
which are 7 feet wide, and which will 
be placed much like the first-floor gird- 
ers of a skyscraper. The series of 


girders above them will range from 3.8. 


feet apart near the bottom to 56 feet 
apart at the top, and over the skeleton 
structure thus formed a sheuthing of 
water-tight armor plate will be bolted, 
much after the fashion of clapboards 
on a hous. The thickness of the plates 
will range from an inch at the base to 
7-16 of an inch at the top. The weight 
of a singie gate will be about 600 tons, 
and the dimensions are 77 to 82 feet 
nigh, 60 to 65 feet wide and 7 feet 
thick. 

The thousands of individual pieces, 
numbered and fitted to go together as 
easily as cnildren’s blocks, will .be 
shipped by steamer via Baltimore, and 
with them will go more than four 
hundred skilled structural steel build- 
ers from Pittsburg to set them up. 
The advance guard of experts leaves 
here in December, and the first work 
probably will begin early in 1911. It 
woe. take three years to complete the 
ob. 


Where Gates Will Be Placed. 


The location of the forty-six pairs 
of gates will be twenty at the Gatun 
dam on the Pacific side, twelve at 
Pedro Miguel and fourteen at Mira- 
flores near the Atlantic entrance. The 
gates are designed to hold back water 
47.4 feet deep in a channel 110 feet 
wide, which means a pressure of a 
million pounds. Engineers, in reply to 
alarmists, point out that, even if a 
tremendous xplosion or earthquake 
should damage or destroy one or more 
sets of gates, no great disaster would 
ensue, for all locks are to be made in 
duplicate to accommodate traffic in 
both directions at once, and the wreck- 
age of one set of locks would only 
necessitate the diversion of commerce 
into another set. But, really violent 
earthquakes have not occurred in the 
Panama region for more than two cen- 
turies, and it would require a mighty 
siese for an enemy to destroy the 
locks. 

Each lock will be ample for a sh'!p 
50 per cent larger than any vessel now 
afloat, and it has been estimated that 
as many as a hundred ocean ships may 
be handléd in a single day. There are 
no locKs approaching these in size. The 
famous Suez canal is a sea-level affair, 
and the few great lock canals would 
have to combine their gates to equal 
the size and strength of the great 
doors of Panama.

The Ledger then takes up ther lines of commerce and indus- 
try, and concludes with the u1.1"swerable comment, that “we can 
never hope to develop in a heait!ty and normal way anything like 
up to our logical capacity so long as our own people discriminate 
against home enterprises in favor of foreign rivals and competi- 


tors.” 


The Constitution has, upon many occasions and at length, 


preached this identical doctrine to the people of Atlanta and of) 


Georgia. 

We have advanced these views not in any spirit unfriendly to 
foreign goods or foreign investors—on the other hand, our con- 
stant invitation has been to make inducements stronger for the 
location here of capital from outside the state. 

But in the aggregate our argument has been that wherever 
home-made goods equaled in quality and price and in favorable 
terms of purchase, similar goods brought»from abroad—the obliga- 
tion was firm upon the Atlantan and the Georgian to give the home- 
made product the preference. 

A dollar spent upon an Atlanta or Georgia-made product is a 
dollar kept at home to exert its stimulating influence upon every 
channel of trade and industry. It helps to pay the wages of the 
men already working, and to hire more men who shall aid in the 
development of the city and the commonwealth. 

The cycle is never-ending, and it is always a constructive one.

WHEN THE CORPORATION IS GOOD. 


Just while the Colonel’ is pacing the land discussing good 
and bad corporations and trying to teach us to discriminate be- 
tween the two, comes The New York Journal of Commerce and 
Commercial Bulletin, with the following account of one big rail- 


road president who has seen the light: 

President Mellen gives public assurance that hereafter the Roston and Maine 
railroad will “do nothing which is not in accord with the soundest principles 
whicn should govern public corporations in their public relations.’’ Other 
railroads in other states would do well to follow his example. If thev 
withdraw their corrupting influence from politics and refrain from subtle 
methods of affecting legisiation and administration it will go far toward 
disarming that hostility of which they have been complaining. If they will 
deal openly, candidly and honestly with 
more disposed to be fair toward them, and it will be far better for 
cerned.

Washington, October 30.—During the 
recent three-day physical tests of army 
officers, Major "General Frederick D 
Grant, commanding the department of 
the east, tried out the new emergency 
ration. General Grant carried three 
packages, one for each day. and re- 
turned with two of the packages un- 
opened, having used but one on the epr- 
tire ride. 

The general says he suffered no in- 
convenience whatever, and found ttie 
ration sufficient in all respects Out- 
side of the ration, General Grant took 
hot @offee in the morning, without 
sugar or milk; cold tea in the same 
way at noon, and hot water in the eve- 
ning. A third of the ration was pelat- 
able and sufficient during the seventy- 
two hours, and he experienced to ti] 
effects nor craving for food. 

The emergency ration is composed of 
chocolate liquor, nucleo casein, melted 
milk, desiccated egg, sugar and cocoa- 
butter.

The delegation from Atlanta and 
Georgia which ts to present to Mr. Taft 
numerous reasons why he should ap- 
point W. A. Wimbish as one of the 
judges of the federal court of appeals, 
left the city yesterday morning at 11 
o'clock for Washington city.

The court of commerce, it will be re- 
membered, was established by an act of 
the last congress. It will have exclu- 
sive jurisdiction in all cases relating 
to interstate and foreign commerce ex- 
cept criminal cases. The court will 
have its headquarters in Washington, 
although it may sit at other points. 

Mr. Wimbish’s wide and varied ex- 
perience in the practice of law in al- 
most every court in the land make him 
peculiarly suited to competently fill a 
place on the bench of this court, and 
his friends predict that Mr. Taft can- 
not fail to appoint him aftér seeing 
the unanimous indorsement which he 
has received from all sections of the 
country.
